T he general assem bly of D elaw are 
originally rejected the am endm ents, 
the th irte e n th in 1865, the four­ 
teen th in 1867 and the fifteenth in 
1869.

RECORD VOICE 


Female Singers Harder to Re­ 
cord Than Males; Rogers 
(’ast as Editor.

Hollywood—The 
Grace 
Moores, 
Irene Dunnes, Jeanette MacDonalds 
and Mary Ellises of the screen have 
to work twice as hard to get their 
voices out at the Lawrence Tibbetts 
and Nelson Eddys. 
It is the recording instrum ents 
th a t prove the point with their deli­ 
cate measurements of sound vibra­ 
tions—but let Douglas Shearer, the 
recording director, explain it: 
' Nelson Eddy’s voice,” he says, 
'•registered plus tw enty-four deci­ 
bels, the decibel being the unit for 
measuring sound in recording. Miss 
MacDonald's voice registered plus 
thirty—six points higher. The ener­ 
gy producing sound is doubled for 
every six points. 
Double Energy 
‘‘This is why good sopranos are 
so scarce. 
They have to expend 
twice the energy the male singers 
do to get the same effect on the ear. 
It means they must have twice the 
physical energy, twice the nervous 
and physical endurance. 
I don't 
mean in the m atter of muscle, or 
athletic prowess, but in stam ina and 
ability to force the vocal cords to 
double duty.” 
A baritone voice, he explains, cre­ 
ates sound vibrations that are “slow­ 
er and wider,” while the soprano 
voice is composed of faster and 
shorter vibrations. Thus twice the 
energy must be put into them to vi­ 
brate the hum an ear drum with the 
same intensity the longer and slow­ 
er male vibration does.
